Claimed That Adjutants and Quarter-| 


masters of Regiments Should Be 
Paid foxy Their Service.

There is no little criticism in certain 
quarters of the severity which hag char- 
acterized the inspection of the Georgia 
state troops, now little more than half 
completed. While many of the com- 
mands reported on, it is true, have fallen 
short in certain ordinary requirements, 
there is a feeling that the inspections 
have been this year too exacting, amount- 
ing to the requirements which are made 


of the profegsional troops of the regular | 


army. 

Warning was given when the inspec- 
tions began that they would be more 
strict than heretofore, put the troops ac- 
customed to a certain inspection routine 
of some years past, put on scarcely any 
more steam and were hardly prepared to 
meet the more severe conditions, 

A military official of the state who 
will not assent to the proposition that 
the inspections 
than they should, still admits that cer 
tain changes should be made which would 


increase their effectiveness. 
“There is no doubt,” he said, 


termasters of regiments, are more oner- 
Ous than they should be called on to 
perform without compensation. The 
State not only requires the quartermas- 
ters ta,@ive bond, but it exacts of both 
quartermasters and adjutants the same 
careful attention to their duties ag they 
would give to their own business. Of 
course, it does not always get this at- 
tention, and therein lies the source of 
much trouble and confusion that arises 
in the administration of the military de- 
partment. In my opinion the state should 
pay each adjutant and each quartermas- 
ter at least $300 a year for his services, 
and then it would be !n a position to 
require that strict attention to the du- 
ties of the positions without which the 
military administration must be almost 
fatally defective. I trust this matter will 
bé presented to the legislature this year 
in such a light that something effective 
may be accomplished.’’ 


Expense to Officers. 

A well known colonel commanding one 
of the Georgia regiments was discussing 
the situation ig Governor Terrell’s offte. 

“There ig no Goubt about the fact that 
too much is required of the state troops 
in comparison with the assistance which 
the state gives them to meet these re- 
quirements,”’ he said. ‘The officers are 
put to entirely too much expense fn the 
matter of uniform and equipment. I 
have four hats, and I must get another 
one. I have several uniforms, and I am 
required to purchase a new suit of 
Khaki. I have two swords and I must 
get another. I had a good overcoat, yet 
I was required to purchase a new olive 
drab coat to comply with the new regu- 
lations. There are other articles which 
I must procure, though I have similar 
ones which would answer every purpose. 
On account of this expense I recently 
lost one of my majors, one of the best 
Officers in the regiment. He would have 
been put to the expense of $100 or more 
for new articles of uniform and equlp- 
ment, and he did not feel able to pay It. 
And so it is with many officers in the 
state service.

Yet al- 
most as much is required of our of- 
ficers in the state service, who are ex- 
pected to give their time and theit 
money without return, except a con- 
eciousness of a patriotic duty performed 
sometimes well, and, quite naturally, 
sometimeg indifferently. 

“If the state is going to make strict 
requirement in all these matters, she 
should give her troops that encourage- 
ment, materia} and otherwise, which. will 
enable them better to comply.with her 
demands.”’ ’ 


Result of Inspections. 

Out of about forty-five companies which 
have been inspected by Colonel W. G. 
Obear, inspector general of state troops. 
some ten or twelve have been put on 


| probation for failure to meet various re- 


quirements, and some se€ven or eight 
others have been recommended for dis- 
bandment, two of which have already 
gone out of the state service, while the 
others are under consideration. Faulty 
administration is said to have been re- 
sponsible in a measure for these con- 
ditions, and failure of officers to give 
their men proper instruction is assigned 
as another cause. 

This is viewed as a pretty bad record, 
and yet many think the strictness of the 
requirements this year has had a great 
deal to do with it. There are certain 
things which are naturally and rightly 
expected 


when the state fails in great measure to 
do its whole duty in enabling the various 
commands to reach always the standard 
which is set for them,

NATURE IN GREEK ART. 


| Treatment of Animal and Vegetable 
Forms by Hellenic Artists. 
(From Macmillan’'s Magagine.) 

Look at any collection of Greek cols, 


‘half of them bear representations of ani- 


mals—animals treated so tenderly and with 
such feeling for the texture of feather and 
hide that there can be little doubt that 
the artist studied them with understand- 
ing and affection. Look at the eagles of 
Agrigenium devouring their prey; the 
splendid eagle's head of Elis, or the lien 
and bull of Acanthus; the cow and calf of 
Dyrrbachium, or the bull of Eretria 
scratching his head w the very life; 
fie chariot horses of the cities of Magna 
Graecia tossing their heads in eager- 
ness for the contest. We are even told 
that a bronze cow was the chief glory 
of the great Myron. The same fs true of 
gem engraving—grey hounds, dolphins and 
rams appear drawn with wonderful] truth 
to nature; indeed, in some cases the 
‘engraver has made his design correspond 
| to the color of his stcne, so that a 
‘cow will appear on an emerald as in a 
| green field, or a dolphin on a beryl aa if 
lin the blue green sea water, though that 
|may possibly be due to the desire to em- 
phasize the power of the gem 4s an aimu- 
let. 

In the treatment of floral and vegetable 
forms the result is disappointing. Flowers 
and leaves occur On coins, but thelr treat. 
ment ie not successful; it is neither natu.

No one, however, will deny that moet 
beautiful conventional patterns may be 
made from fioral forms, yet the only cnsaes 
of sucht desfgns on Greek vases are, so far 
as I know, the stereotyped lotus and 
palmette. The vine appears as the ad- 
junst of Dionysus, and sometimes alone, 
as on a vase where satyrs are gather- 
ing the grapes, yet the treatment Is 
almost always inadequate, and in no 
case, I belJeve, does the olive appear on 
vases of Athenian manufacture.

ONDON, March |6—The king has | 
examined and approved of the mode] 
of the Queen Victoria memorial 

which is to be erected at Calcutta by the 

people of India. The maker of the model 
is a young man 22 years of age, William 

Salter, of 6 Green terrace, Rosebery 

avenue, who hag been working upon it 

since May |; 1904. It is made of brass 
and wood, and consists of 40,000 parts. 

The model measures 4 feet 6 inches by 

5 feet 6 inches at the base, and is con- 

atructed on a scale 14% inch to the foot. 

When the model was taken to Buck- 
Ingham palace by the architect of the 
memorial, Sir William Emerson, his 
majesty admired it very much, and said 
the work had been very cleverly ex- 
ecuted. 

After the king’s inspection the model 
was conveyed to Sir William Emerson’s 
office in the sanctuary, where it will re- 
main awaiting a cable from Lord Curzon 
for shipment to India. 

The actual monument to the late queen 
will be an imposing structure 220 feet 
high, and built entirely of white marble. 

When completed, the Queen Victoria 
memorial at Calcutta will rank with the

Was Hitch in Vote. 


The board of police commissioners held 
a meeting yesterday afternoon and the 
session proved to be a wrangle over civil 
service, which bade fair to eclipse some 
of the old-time, red-hot. meetings which 
used to characterize the board’s pow- 
wows in the days gone by when fac- 
tionalism kept the commissioners in hot 
water.

Some Side Remarks. 

During the meeting, Mr. Johnson re- 
marked that tlee department would never 
get civil service until the police board 
was abolished.

| Uncle Sam’s Big Ditch. 

Indeed, the work planned here is so 
vast that I can only describe it by sim- 
plifying the figures by homely compari- 
| sons. In the first place, let us take a 
| bird’s-eye view of the canal. 
_cfoss the isthmus through about the

This view of the cana] changes when 
one stands on the ground. The job we- 
creases in size and a trip over the route 
shows even the amatteur that it is the 
most stupendous engineering construc- 
tion ever undertaken by man. At the 
two ends of. the route the canal runs 
through river valleys, the Chagres on 
the Atlantic, and the Rio Grande on the 
Pacific. Here the ground is low and 
Swampy and the excavation. will not be 
more difficult than that of Suez. A little 
further inward the land begins to rise, 
but there is plenty of room to Pile the 
excavated materials on the banks, and 
the work can be handled much like that 
of the Chicago drainage canal. Farther 
still you come to the mountains, and you 
are in the Culebra pass, where lies the 
great problem of the work, which forms 
the chief subject of my letter today. 

The Culebra Cut. 

The Culebra pass is, in fact, one of the 
lowest passes of the Andes, those mighty 
mountains which in South America rise 
more than 4 miles above the sea, and 
which drop down as they cross the isth- 
mus on their way north to join hands 
with our Rockies. In this country these 
mountans are on the average only about 
one-third of a mile high, and here at

Now in round numbers 
5 000 feet make a mile, and dividing the 
300,000,000 feet by that we have 60,000 
miles as the length of our ditch. In 
other words, if the earth were solid the 
Culebra cut excavation which Uncle Sam 
has yet to make wotld equal a ditch 3 
feet wide and 3 feet deep, long enough 
to go two times around this 25,000-mile 
globe with 10,000 miles of ditch to spare. 
The left-over would equal a tunnel 3 feet 
square through the center of the earih 
and ond-fourth the way back. A grizzly 
bear or a 300-pound hog could crawl 
through that tunnel. 

Take another comparison. It ts only 
240.000 miles from the earth to the moon.

Though professional baseball promises 
to be more widely spread and more gen- 
erously patronized than ever this year, a 
similiar increase of interest is noticeable 
in college baseball. Also it is true that 
because of the fact that college baseball 
is always absolytely ‘‘on the level,” each 
man playing for ‘‘blood’”’ and glory, not 
salary, many prefer to witness college 
nines contest rather than the best pro- 
fessional teams extant. 

Last year’s run of college baseball was 
of exceptionally high grade in the south, 
and promises to be equally so this year. 
In passing, it may here be remarked that 
southern college baseball comes mucn 
nearer the standard which obtains in the 
northern and eastern colleges in this 
branch of sport than does southern foot- 
ball or. indeed, any other branch of sports. 
One reason for this is that baseball de- 
pends much less upon physical strength 
and size than does football and the small, 
active player having merely 
to grapple with instead of a huge ‘op- 
posing footballist has as much chance in 
the game -as the big fellow, if, indeed, he 
hasn’t a slightly better show, as the 
large man is, apt to be slow and clumpsy 
while the smal] man fs usually nimble 
and dexterous. It results from this that 
the small man is generally better on field- 
ing and base running, while the large 
man excels at the bat. ase 

But that the southern college, ~ given 
equal numbers to choose from, can hold 
its own in baseball against northern rivals 
is shown by the fact that Georgia has 
heaten Pennsylvania, Tech has beaten 
Cornell and Clemson has beaten Cornell 
twice. North Carolina, Trinity and Vir- 
ginia have beaten Pennsylvania, Pyince- 
ton, Yale and Harvard repeatedly. Again, 
in proportion to the total number of 
southerners in attendance, the south al- 
ways furnishes her full quota of players 
on the ‘varsity nines of the north and 
east. So, all in all, a correct ranking of 
southern college teams has properly as 
much interest attached and is of as much 
value as a critical estimate of the plav- 
fing of northern teams would be. 

Last year the two teams that probably 
won the greatest percentage of games 
played were Vanderbilt and Tech. Al 
though the latter lost twice to Clemson, 
the Tigers suffered a comparatively large 
sumber of defeats. Tech also lost twice 
to Georgia, who in turn lost all three 
of her games with Mercer, thus giving the 
latter the state championship, notwith- 
standing she had been twice beaten by 
Tech, Probably Vanderbilt deserves first 
place in the ranking, for. although she 
custained a number of defeats, she yet 
managed to take the series from every 
competitor, including Tech. It ig true the 
Atlanta team was somewhat crippled on 
the occasion of its visit to Nashville, still 
that Is nobody’s fault or misfortune but 
Tech's, and must all be counted in along 
with the fortunes of war generally. But 
Tech won erough games from Florida, 
Alabama, Wofford, Mercer. Georgia, Van- 
derbilt.
